Police Officer Murray and Others, 
Chief and City Sued by Motorcyclist

As a result of incidents aris¬ 
ing out of the high speed chase 
of a motorcycle by Greenbelt 
police last August 14, Peter 
Ladnier, the motorcyclist, has 
charged the officers involved 
with wrongful actions which 
deprived him of his civil 
rights. He further charges the 
City of Greenbelt and Police 
Chief William T. Lane with 
responsibility for the actions 
of its police officers. 

Ladnier had been charged with 
eight counts of traffic violations 
stemming from the chase. At a 
trial on April 6, 1982, Ladnier was 
convicted of five of those charg¬ 
es: failure to wear eye protection 
or obey traffic devices, fleeing a 
police officer, operating a vehicle 
with head lights off when lights 
are required, and excessive speed. 
Ladnier was later fined $555 plus 
costs. 

Demanding trial by jury in fed¬ 
eral court, Ladnier is asking from 
each defendant: $75,000 in com¬ 
pensatory damages and $150,000 
as exemplary and punitive dam¬ 
ages, also costs and attorney’s 
fees. Ladnier is represented by 
David H. Martin of Washington, 
DX3. -and Arthur G. House of 
Bethesda. 

Because official actions of city 
employees are covered by insur¬ 
ance, the police accident report 
following this incident was filed 
with the Atlanta International In¬ 
surance Company, which holds 
the city’s professional police lia¬ 
bility policy Ladnier had been 
changed . . . They have hired the 
Baltimore law firm of Huber, 
Lutche and Wilson to handle the 
case for them. The general city 
liability is held by Home Insur¬ 
ance Company, who will be rep¬ 
resented by Ford and O’Neill of 
Rockville. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
received notice by certified mail 
of the civil adtion from the ILS 
District Court for the District of 
Maryland in Baltimore on June 
6, but no other defendant received 
a similar letter. 

According to the written com¬ 
plaint, Ladnier, riding his motor¬ 
cycle on Ridge Road about 4:30 
a m. on August 14 was struck by 
Murray’s police car ". . . with¬ 
out any negligence on Ladnier’s 
part, causing him to be thrown 
off of his motorcycle and causing 
him to sustain severe and pain¬ 
ful injuries, and causing (him) to 
expend and to continue to expend 
. , . large sums of money for hos¬ 
pitalization (and other medical 
expenses) in the treatment of his 
injuries. . . . While (Ladnier) 
lay on the side of the road, un¬ 
able to move and in need of med¬ 
ical attention, . . . Murray un¬ 
necessarily . . , and repeatedly 
kicked, beat and stomped . . . 
(Ladnier). Thereafter, . . . (Lad¬ 
nier) was handcuffed with the use 
of excessive force.” The complaint 
further charges that (1) other po¬ 
lice officers and that (2) the city 


did nothing to restrain Murray in 
contravention of their duty as po¬ 
lice officers and that (2) the city 
and the chief of police were neg¬ 
ligent in the "selection, training, 
supervision and retention of de¬ 
fendants Murray (and others) as 
members of the police depart¬ 
ment. . . ” 

Specific Charges 

More specifically the complaint 
charges "the acts of defendants 
deprived (Ladnier) of his (1) 
right to be secure in his person 
agaiinst unreasonable searches and 
seizures . . . (4th and 14th Am¬ 
endments to the UwS. Constitu¬ 
tion), (2) his right not to be de¬ 
prived of life, liberty or proper¬ 
ty without due process of law 
. . . (5th and 14th Amendments), 
(3) his right not to be subject 
to cruel and unusual punish¬ 
ment . , . (8th and 14th Amend¬ 
ments), and (4) his right to be 
accorded equal protection of the 
law . . . (14th Amendment). The 
"supervisory and policy-making” 
officials of the city are charged 
with failure and refusal to "re¬ 
move the defendants from their 
positions or take any other dis¬ 
ciplinary action against said of¬ 
ficers.” 

The News Review coverage of 
this incident appeared in an ar¬ 
ticle in the August 27, 1981 issue. 
In general, the charges Ladnier 
is making appear to correspond 
to reports which eyewitnesses 
gave to News Review reporters. 
Additional information was re¬ 
ceived from Lane and Acting 
City Manager Dennis Piendak 
(Giese was out of town at the 
time), which had come from the 
accident reports of police offi- 
ers on the scene. According to 
those reports, the pursuit of the 
motorcycle began around Ridge 
Road and Southway. The speed¬ 
ing motorcycle’s lights were not 
on. Other police on duty were 
notified by radio. During the 
chase speeds of more than 90 
mph were clocked and no brake 
lights were observed on the 
motorcycle. Police reports, the 
News Review was told, stated 
that both lights and siren 
were used by the police in an ef¬ 
fort to stop the motorcyclist. 
Near the Research Road inter¬ 
section, Ladnier apparently ap¬ 
plied his brakes hard, and the 
motorcycle went on its side but 
then righted itself. Ladnier stay-

ed on the motorcycle for another 
40 to 45 feet along Ridge Road 
until the motorcycle again fell on 
its side and began to slide. The 
collision took place when the 
motorcycle fell for the second 
time and was hit by the lead po¬ 
lice car. 

Further points at issue are (1) 
whether Ladnier landed on his 
feet and attempted to flee, as 
the police report stated, (2) whe¬ 
ther excessive force was used in

Earlier this spring, the Prince 
Georges County Executive office 
had drafted legislation that would 
set up a special exception proce¬ 
dure to aid the disposal of surplus 
schools. Although it is probably 
too late for such legislation to 
appear before the present county 
council, strong reaction to the 
proposal has been registered. 
Greenbelt’s Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) for example, 
strongly opposes the draft legis¬ 
lation, which would permit what 
are now restricted uses for resi¬ 
dential and commercial zones, 
based only on receipt of a special 
exception instead of the current 
requirement of rezoning. 

On July 19, city council had 
the item on its agenda to consid¬ 
er an alternative proposal from 
the Bowie City Council. Bowie 
had contacted Greenbelt, among 
others, "to coordinate our efforts 


to develop a response to the 
county's special exception process 
for surplus schools,” as Bowie’s 
Planning Director explained in a 
letter to City Manager James 
Giese. 

Giese reported on an earlier in¬ 
formation meeting with the 
County Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer, Kenneth Duncan, and offi¬ 
cials of local municipalities. At 
the meeting, Duncan explained 
the county’s problem with sur¬ 
plus schools — that both city and 
county uses for these buildings 
have been nearly depleted. The 
county draft bill and alternative 
strategies — possibly a list of un¬ 
acceptable uses—were discussed. 
Another meeting with county of¬ 
ficials has been scheduled. 

In the meantime, Giese has 
expressed support of the Bcxwie 
proposal with some additions. 
The Bowie proposal separates 
surplus schools according to the 
character of the neighborhood in 
which they are located and pro¬ 
vides a finite list of uses for the 
schools. Proposals for uses would 
receive two major reviews. Bowie 
feels the proposal "provides a 
balance of a shortened process 
and adequate review and protec-_ 
tion for surrounding residents.” 

Giese suggested three addition¬ 
al uses — recreational facilities, 
educational facilities and confer¬ 
ence centers. In addition, he feels 
that affected cities should review 
concept plans with super-major¬ 
ity vote procedures being follow¬ 
ed and that proposed private uses 
should not have a more detri¬ 
mental impact than using the 
property as a school. Further, he 
suggested the same procedures 
should be used for other aban¬ 
doned buildings such as parochial 
schools, churches, historic homes 
and public buildings. 

Council agreed that Greenbelt 
should have some input on these 
proposals. Thus, the recommenda¬ 
tions of Giese and Bowie were 
sent to APB for review. 

Action Tennis 

In another matter, council di¬ 
rected that the city staff work 
with Action Tennis representa¬ 
tives to set up Action Tennis 
courts, possibly at the rebound 
wall. This was the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB), PRAB 
felt an Action Tennis proposal to 
convert a Braden Field tennis 
court into dual uses as a regular 
tennis court and four action ten¬ 
nis courts was not practical.

With both county and state electoral boundaries chang¬ 
ed by recent redistricting, voter participation in Greenbelt 
is especially important this fall. In the county, we are part 
of a new district — Fourth with no particular elected in¬ 
cumbent. (The present office holder was appointed by his 
fellow County Council members.) One candidate running 
for this slot in the Democratic primary is Greenbelt’s own 
mayor, Richard Castaldi, who is opposed by three candi¬ 
dates from Bowie. A strong vote from this city could make 
possible for the first time on this body a representative 
from Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt Democrats have two opportunities to vote 
for their fellow citizens in the September 14 primary elec¬ 
tion. These are Thomas X. White, city councilman, and 
Jeanette Gordy, both running for places on the party’s 
Central Committee. (No Republicans from Greenbelt are 
listed on the primary ballot.) 

Party candidates for other important contests will also 
be decided in the primary — the county executive, mem¬ 
bers of the state legislative delegation, the Representative 
to the U. S. Congress, and U.S. Senator. For Greenbelters, 
who will surely hope for as much influence as possible in 
the selection of these candidates, a large voter turn-out is 
important. 

August 16 is the last date to register for the primary 
election on September 14. The process is easy. Merely 
phone 627-2814 in order to receive a mail registration form. 
Or you can pick up a registration application at the Green¬ 
belt Library or in the Finance Office at the Municipal Build¬ 
ing. You can also register in person with the Board of 
Supervisors of Elections, 14744 Main St., Upper Marlboro 
(across the street from the County Courthouse), on week¬ 
days between 8:30 a.m. and 9 p.m.

Go to the Source 

To the Editor: 

My differences with Frank Ger¬ 
vasi, and possibly other members 
of the GHI Board, are two: 

1. Certainly the Board may, 
indeed should, use discretion in 
the enforcement of regulations. 
What is deemed permissible, how¬ 
ever. must bear a reasonable re¬ 
lationship to the standard. I sub¬ 
mit that an exception that autho¬ 
rizes a structure 100% larger than 
the regulation allows is not a rea¬ 
sonable exercise of discretion. The 
Board, like it or not, has made 
impossible enforcement of the 
shed regulation. 

That I agree with Mr. Gervasi 
or not is unimportant. I believe, 
however, that the Board should 
seek the advice of legal counsel 
on whether or not recent actions 
of the Board have weakened the 
Board's authority to enforce reg¬ 
ulations. 

2, The Board appears to be 
acting as if it were a court. Mr. 
Gervasi wrote of its acting on a 
“case-by-case” basis, for example. 
Again I invite him and his col¬ 
leagues to study the Mutual Own¬ 
ership Contract and the Bylaws. 
The Board is elected to determine 
policy. Not one word in either 
document suggests a case-by-case 
approach. No regulation can be 
perfect, but there is a correlation 
between the number of exceptions 
granted and the quality of the 
regulations. The Board should go 
to the source of trouble, the reg¬ 
ulations, rather than dealing with 
a large number of requests for 
exceptions.

CITY ANNIVERSARY DATE 

For most of its existence the 
City has not had a copy of the 
original Town Charter. That is 
because the Charter was enacted 
by the State Legislature as a Pub¬ 
lic Local Law. These laws were 
codified and new codification re¬ 
placed the old. 

Recently City Clerk, Gudrun 
Mills, obtained from the Mary¬ 
land Department of Legislative 
Reference a copy of the original 
Charter (Chapter 532 of the 1937 
Acts of Maryland). The Town 
Charter was approved by the 
Governor on May 28, 1937. The act 
took effect on June 1, 1937. How¬ 
ever, most of the provisions of 
the Charter did not take effect 
until November 23, 1937. Green¬ 
belt was declared incorporated, 
its boundaries were defined and 
provisions were made for the first 
election to be held November 23, 
1937. The remainder of the Char¬ 
ter became effective the day of 
the election. 

The first Council took office on 
November 29, 1937, and appointed 
Roy Braden Town Manager. 

Thus, it can be argued that 
Greenbelt's anniversary date is 
June 1, the effective date of the 
City's incorporation, or Novem¬ 
ber 23, the effective date of the 
City Charter and date of the first 
election, or November 29, the date 
the town government actually be¬ 
gan to function.

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GREENBELT FAMILIES TURN OUT CARES 
TO WELCOME FOREIGN STUDENTS

“Here’s the bus!” someone called out among the crowd 
of Greenbelt families waiting under the spotlights in the 
rear parking lot at St. Hugh's Church. Out of the dark¬ 
ness, the running lights and headlights of the huge air- 
conditioned Greyhound could be discerned as the vehicle 
turned into the driveway. And then the legend above the 
windshield became visible — destination “America.” 


So arrived the 24 passengers- 
foreign visitors ranging in age 
from 15 to 23—who will be living 
with host families in Greenbelt 
for the month of August. It was 
going on midnight when they 
stopped off the bus on Sunday 
night, August 1, after a wearying 
flight from Paris to New York 
and a surface trip to Maryland. 
They will leave on the 29th. 

In between will be crowded 
days—classes in English three 
mornings a week in Grenoble 
Hall below St. Hugh's, half-day 
excursions in the afternoon, and 
an all-day bus excursion on Tues¬ 
days. On Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays they will belong to their 
host families. 

Those families—assorted moth¬ 
ers, fathers, and children of vari¬ 
ous ages—were scanning the faces 
of the weary travelers as they 
stumbled down from the bus, tem¬ 
porarily bewildered by the blaz¬ 
ing lights. Some had apparently 
been asleep. The host families, 
who had earlier received appli¬ 
cation forms with the students* 
pictures, were one by one picking 
out their charges, calling out 
names, and helping to load bag¬ 
gage into the trunks of cars. The 
experiment in this international 
cultural exchange had begun. 

Most of the group, sponsored 
by Interstudy, are natives of 
France, but one young lady hails 
from Bologna, Italy and three 
students are from the African 
country of Benin (formerly Da¬ 
homey). Their stay here is under 
the supervision of Greenbelter 
Nadine George, who was respon¬ 
sible for arranging the place¬ 
ments with willing Greenbelt fam¬ 
ilies. Their teacher for the Eng¬ 
lish classes is Stacy Zlotnick, a 
doctoral student in psychology at 
Purdue and a Greenbelt resident. 


On July 15 Wendy Wexler and 
Jim Holmes attended an all-day 
workshop entitled “Family Ther¬ 
apy and Alcoholism," sponsored 
by the Bowie Alcohol and Drug 
Group Effort 

On July 13 Jim and Wendy 
began another 6-week Parent Dis¬ 
cussion Group for parents of 
young children. 


HOMES NEEDED 

Two of the foreign visitors, 
Armand and Roland, who 
come from Benin, are hoping 
to find Greenbelt families with 
whom they may stay. They 
prefer to be placed separately. 
As a temporary arrangement 
they have been staying with a 
family in New Carrollton. 

Three other male students 
will need other placements — 
two for the last two weeks of 
August, when their Greenbelt 
“family” will be away, one for 
the last week of the month.

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Lt. Krob Indicted 
On Firearms Sale 

Attorney General Stephen H. 
Sachs has announced that the 
Grand Jury in Prince Georges 
County on July 28 indicted John 
C. Krob of the Greenbelt Police 
Department for selling eight fire¬ 
arms which had been confiscated 
by the police, and converting pro¬ 
ceeds from the sales to his per¬ 
sonal use. 

The indictment charges that 
Krob sold the, confiscated guns 
on two occasions, November 13, 
1981 and March 17, 1982. On the 
first date Krob allegedly sold six 
firearms to Maryland Police Sup¬ 
ply, Inc. in Baltimore; on the sec¬ 
ond date he is said to have sold 
two weapons to Schelin Guns in 
College Park. The value of the 
guns exceeds $300, the dividing 
line between misdemeanor and 
felony theft charges. 

Firearms described in the in¬ 
dictment include handguns, rifles 
and shotguns. The weapons had 
been impounded by the Greenbelt 
City Police Department during 
the course of regular law en¬ 
forcement activities. 

Ut. Krob, age 42, a 17-year vet¬ 
eran of the force, ranks second in 
the department only to Police 
Chief William T. Lane. Twenty- 
six administrative charges were 
filed by the Police Department 
against Krob on June 11, 1982. He 
has been suspended without pay 
pending the outcome of admin¬ 
istrative charges. State law re¬ 
quires the consideration of 
charges by a hearing board com¬ 
posed of law enforcement officers. 

The indictment was sought by 
Assistant Attorney General Gary 
P. Jordan, Chief of the Attorney 
General’s Criminal Investigation 
Division, who will prosecute the 
case. The investigation of Lt. 
Krob’s activities was conducted 
by the Maryland State Police at 
the request of Chief Lane. The 
indictment includes two charges 
of theft, two charges of miscon¬ 
duct in office and two charges of 
fraudulent misappropriation by a 
fiduciary.

It’s a Long Way...

How far is it from Greenbelt to 
Kitty Hawk, North Carolina? 
Whether figured by the number 
of miles a car would have to tra¬ 
vel or by the way a crow flies, it 
is still a long way for a balloon to 
travel.

Laurel Berg’s balloon 
came down in Kilmarnock, Vir¬ 
ginia and third place winner Brian 
Baionne’s was found in Heats- 
ville, Virginia.

(The following is excerpted 
from an editorial in the current 
issue of the Greenbriar Crier.) 

This is an election year. The 
candidates are already getting 
their campaigns underway for 
the primary elections on Septem¬ 
ber 14. At stake are several im¬ 
portant offices, but we are com¬ 
pelled to single out the Prince 
Georges County Council election 
as having the most immediate 
effect on our lives as residents 
and homeowners. Prince Georges 
County claims the lion’s share of 
our property taxes as well as one- 
third of our state and local in¬ 
come taxes. In return, the county 
provides our public school sys¬ 
tem, backs up our police and fire 
protection, provides for our wa¬ 
ter and sewer service, and main¬ 
tains many of our roads. The 
county is also responsible for ma¬ 
jor decisions in zoning and plan¬ 
ning. . . . 

Because of a change mandated 
by referendum, the County Coun¬ 
cil to be elected this year will 
consist of members elected from 
individual districts, instead of the 
wholly at-large Council currently 
in office. This “reform” threatens 
to backfire on Greenbelt, which 
finds itself in the same district 
(the Fourth) as the much more 
populous City of Bowie. If the 
percentage of eligible voters who 
go to the polls is the same in 
Greenbelt as in Bowie, it is obvi¬ 
ous which community wll be fa¬ 
vored and which more likely to be 
overlooked by the Fourth District 
Council member. 

There is something we can do 
to bring ourselves out of Bowie’s 
shadow: we can vote. . . . Non- 
voters have no influence whatever 
on politicians* behavior. There¬ 
fore, if all of Greenbelt should 
turn out to vote en-masse on elec¬ 
tion day, we shall find ourselves 
in no community's shadow — in¬ 
cluding Bowie’s — and our mes¬ 
sage to all candidates will be 
clear: ignore this community on¬ 
ly at your peril. 

Please note: in order to vote, 
you must be registered. In order 
to vote in the September 14 Dem¬ 
ocratic or Republican primary, 
you must be registered to vote no 
later than August 16. . . .

restraining Ladnier, as eye wit¬ 
nesses allege and (3) whether 
city officials took proper steps to 
investigate eyewitness charges 
with possible administrative ac¬ 
tion to follow if warranted. 

Interrogatories 

Two lists of questions, interro¬ 
gatories by Ladnicr’s attorneys 
asking for information, were ad¬ 
dressed to Lane and Murray. The 
questions center around who was 
at the scene, what information is 
available through written invest¬ 
igative reports, what are the 
training procedures used by the 
city police department and whe¬ 
ther any officers have been in¬ 
volved in similar situations dur¬ 
ing the past five years. 

Written responses to these 
questions must be filed within 30 
days of the official notification. 
However, attorney for Ladhier, 
Arthur House, told the News Re- 
view Tuesday morning, July 27, 
that he was uncertain whether all 
of the officers had been properly 
served. (Later in the day, Giese 
told the News Review that he, 
Lane, and Murray had been per¬ 
sonally served with a new amend¬ 
ed complaint during the after¬ 
noon). House explained that the 
information received would be us¬ 
ed to prepare their case. The next 
step would involve the taking of 
depositions or oral testimony 
from potential witnesses; then, 
some months down the road, the

court would set a trial date. 

Early Investigation 

Giese told the News Review 
last fall that a police department 
detective had been assigned to 
investigate the formal complaint 
of an eyewitness against Murray 
for excessive use of force. At that 
time Ladnier was advised of the 
investigation, but did not come 
forward either to make a com¬ 
plaint himself or to be interviewed 
by the detective. Attorney for the 
city, Emmett Nanna, had advised 
Giese that the available informa¬ 
tion would not make a strong en¬ 
ough case to proceed against Mur¬ 
ray. However, Giese had kept the 
investigation open in case Lad¬ 
nier did come forward.
